Two lives came near paying the pen- 


alty of poltical enthusiasm Monday 
evening in the west end of town. One 
man is now dying and another is seri- 
ously wounded. Tho unfortunate affair 
happened at the west end of the Scioto 
bridge, a few minutes 
before 
six 


o'clock. 
There wore no witnesses out- 


side the participants in the fight, and 
there is quite a little mystery con- 
nceted with it which may not 
be 


cleared up for several days. 


The wounded men 
are 
Charley 


James, of near Bueua Vista, and VVes. 
Arnold, living on Odle Creek. James 
is inortally wounded and the doctors 
say cannot recover. 
He received an 


ugly stab wound with a knife in th.3 
right side just below the nipple. 
It 


penetrated the pleural cavity and in- 
ternal hemorrhage is feared. Another 
wound, a few inches below the first, is 
not considered very dangerous. 


Arnold is not so seriously wounded 


as James and may pull through all 
right. He has a cut in his back some 
three inches long. 
It is very deep. 


Back of his ear is a gash made by 
being struck with some blunt instru- 
ment. This may prove the most dan- 
gerous wound he has, as there is a pos- 
sibility that the skull may be frac- 
tured. 


The first to reach tho scene of trouble 


after the cutting were tho McDaniel 
boys, who 
live 
near 
Wendlekiu's 


grocery, right at tho point. They 
found Arnold a short distance from the 
end of the bridge, lying in the road. 
The patrol was^called and ho was taken 
to the office of Dr. Lottridge. James 
was found about fifteen minutes later 
over across the canal bridge in the corn 
field. 
He was nearly dead from loss of 


blood. 
Ho was froinoved to Dr. Lot- 


tridgo's'office. 
An examination of the 


wound in his side was made by Drs. 
fiardin and Lottridge and his case was 
declared hopeless. Coroner Davidson 
and Prosecuting Attorney Miluer were 
summoned to take his ante-mortem 
(Statement. 
He insisted, however, that 


ihBVOuld not die, and his testimony 
•was not taken. 
Under powerful hy- 


ipodermic injections he revived consid- 
'Orable, and after much persuasion told 
•what he knew of the trouble. 
He said 


'he was standing talking to his cousin, 
Mvs. McDaniel, near this end of the 
bridge whau ho heard of tho fight 
going on at the other end. 
Ho wont 


down and found three men and a 
woman beating Arnold "Please don't 
do that, boys," ho said to them, and 
then they attacked him. 
One man 


knocked him down and the other cut 
him with a knife. 
He says ho had not 


quarreled with them and did not begin 


~ - •• 
Arnold is a cousin of his 


on Offnere street. 
The doctors do not 


look for any fatal results from his in- 
juries. James' case is not so hopetnL 
He is very weak from loss of blood. 
He has a strong physique, and with 
proper treatment, there is a fighting 
chance for his recovery. 
Hn will not 


be out of danger for several days. 


Arnold is a man about thirty five 


years of age. He is married and has a 
big family. 
James is about 
thirty 


years old uud has a wife and two child- 
ren. 
Both men have the reputation of 


being honest, hard-working fellows. 
Arnold was somewhat under the influ- 
ence of liquor at the time of his 
trouble. 
James was perfectly sober, 


and it seems, from all reports, got into 
the fight in his efforts ^to separate the 
combatants and restore peace. 


The Oamerons live near the corner 


of Front and Scioto streets. 
The old 


man was never known to have any 
trouble and Deaterly is also a very 
quiet fellow. They were all drinking. 
Ike is rather rough and fond of a fight. 
He was with Prof. Talbot's show for 
some time and was discharged for cut- 
ting a man in Chillicothe. Just how 
Deaterly happened to do the cutting is 
hard to understand. 
Another report of 


the fight indicates that Arnold was the 
aggressor and started to cut old man 
Cameron with a knife before the latter 
attacked him. The preliminary ^ ex- 
amination will not be held before 
Thursday.

Staum, of 
Lost Creek, and Michael Mack were at 
work in the mine Monday afternoon. 
Welsh had been engaged in what is 
known as "robbing pillars." He had 
driven a hole in the face of the breast 
in which he put the blast. lie applied 
a match to the squib and hastened 
away for a place of shelter. He had 
gone but a few feet when a large lump 
of coal rolled onto his foot, pinning 
him fast to the ground. 


Moinentarity expecting the explosion 


of the blast, he cried for help. The 
other three men were working near 
and, disragarding the danger to them- 
selves, they ran to Welsh's rescue. 
They had scarcely reached him when 
the "blast exploded, bringing down 
with it a mass of coal upon the men. 
Halan and Staum were crushed to 
death and Welsh fatally injured, while 
Slack was fortunate in escaping with 
Blight hurts.

the Boxes by Two

Everything Very Quiet. 


The indications are that the biggest 


vote in the history of the city will be 
cast today. 
At two o'clock this after- 


noon Times reporters visited the vari- 
ous voting places in the city, and in 
each of them found the same tale. 
People began voting early and kept at 
it steadily all morning. In 
many 


places they voted more than one a min- 
ute for over two hours, and at two 
o'clock the voting was within thirty or 
forty of 
the registered number of 


electors. 


In the First ward there was hardly a 


ripple of excitement. The votes went 
it steadily all day. There was no rush 
early in the morning, as at some of the 
uptown precincts. 
The whole vote is 


being gotten out, and at two o'clock 
382 out of the 446 registered had cast 
their vote. 
Only three voters were 


challenged this forenoon and they were 
not disqualified. 


All was quiet in the Second. Out of 


505 registered, 493 had voted. 
The 


vote was extra heavy this forenoon and 
the 
officers of election have about 


worked themselves down. At times 
there were thirty or forty voters wait- 
ing in line for their turn. 


In the Third ward everything was 


quiet. There was much challenging 
here, and the parties watched each 
other closely. At ten o'clock 208 rotes 
had been cast, and at 2 o'clock 301. 
The registered Dumber was 346. 


In-the Fourth ward the registered 


vote was 485. 
At 2 o'clock 302 had 


been cast and the laggards were flock- 
ing in. 
One hundred and sixty were 


in by 9 o'clock. Everything was quiet 
and cool in this ward. 


In precinct A of the Fifth ward, 


27 votes were cast out of 306 'at 2 
o'clock, the closest of all the precincts. 
Everything was unusually quiet here. 
180 were in at 10 o'clock. In B of the 
Fifth, 269 were cast out of 813. 


At precinct A of the Sixth ward, 349 


out of 888 votes were cast, 200 being 
in at 9 o'clock. 
100 were cast by 7 


o'clock. 
At B, 887 out of 488 were 


cast by 2 o'clock; 197 were cast by 9 
o'clock. 


The Seventh ward, although scat- 


tered 
considerably, 
came 
looming 


grandly up. 
Out of 492 votes regis- 


tered, 408 were cast at 1:30 and 425 at 
3 o'clock. 
125 votes were cast in 121 


minutes this morning. 


Altogether, while everything was 


quiet all over the city, intense interest 
was taken in the result, and the party 
workers watched things closer than 
they have for years., Bitter feeling 
was exhibited in many places. 


OBITUARY. 


John H. Blankemeyer, ST., the vet- 


eran tailor, passed away last evening 
at his residence on East Ninth street. 
Mr. Blankemeyer has been in failing 
health for several years past, being af- 
fected with nervous prostration. 
At 


intervals he suffered light strokes of 
paralysis, but prompt medical attention 
always brought him around all right. 
Yesterday he was feeling better and 
last evening went to the hall over 
Amanu's drug store to attend a meeting 
of the Harrigari lodge. 
He was one of 


the charter members of this lodge. 
He 


was exhausted by the climb up the 
stairs and left in a few minutes for 
home. , During the night he was at- 
tacked with apoplexy and about 
3 


o'clock he peacefully passed 
away, 


surrounded by his family and relatives. 


John Henry Blankemeyer was born 


March 29, 1825, in Hanover, Germany. 
He was 71 years and 7 months old 
when ho died. 
He came to the United 


States in 1845, coming over in one of 
the old time sailing vessels. 
They 


were on the way 
more than two 


months. 
After the vessel had been out 


several days they encountered a big 
storm and were driven back to the 
point from which they had started. 
The vessel landed in New Orleans, and 
Mr. Blankemeyer at once began work- 
ing at his trade, that of a tailor, which 
he had learned when he was bnt 14 
years of age. 
About this time he en- 


listed in the army of occupation then 
preparing to move on Mexico. His 
employers, who wanted him to stay 
with them, purchased his release. 
A 


few years later he came up the Miss- 
issippi, landing in Portsmouth in 1851. 
Ho has resided here continuously ever 
since. For a time he worked as cutter 
for Voorhees, Miller & Co. Later he 
was in partnership with Herman Wea- 
sel. He then engaged in the tailoring 
business for himself and was in that 
business on Chillicothe street until 
three yeard ago, when his sou Will and 
Henry Birk bought him out. 


He was married in Cincinnati to 


Miss Anna Schlaudemau in 1848. 
Ten 


children were born to them, five of 
whom survive—John H. jr., Will, Dr. 
Heury H., Mrs. P. S. Revare and Mrs. 
Anna Becker. 
„ Mr. Blankemeyer was an earnest 
Christian gentleman.\ One of the char- 
ter members of the German Evangelical 
church on Fifth street, he was for years 
treasurer of the Sunday school. 
He 


introduced the first Christmas tree in 
Sunday schools in this city, Jacob Zott 
man and Herman Blankemeyer being 
associated with him. 
He waa one of 


the best known of the older citizens o: 
the city and many friends mourn hi 
loss. 


The funeral will probably be held 


Thursday afternoon |at the house at 2 
o'clock and at the German Evangelical 
church at 2:30 o'clock.
